NEW MINE HORROR 


Second .Eplosion Within a Month in 


the Lick Branch Mines and the 


Deay May Exceed 1 00 


Stable Used as Hospital For Injured Earthquake Victims 


Bltiefleld, W. Va., Jan. 12—As the 


result ot another explosion at the 
Lick Branch mine at Switch Back, 
about twenty miles from here, be- 
tween fifty and one hundred miners 
were killed at 8:30 this morning. The 
number may be largely Increased, as 
from 2SO to 300 miners were at work 
at the time and It had not been as- 
certained shortly before noon how 
many had survived. 
' At 1 o'clock this afternoon a rescue 
party had not been ablo to enter the 
mine on account of the Intense heat. 
-It is thought that, following the ex- 
plosion, the mine caught on flre, al 
though but little smoUe Is finding its 
•way to the exterior. 


Dead May Number. 


The mine officials refuse to give an 


estimate of the number that may have 
met death, but It Is now believed thai 
over 100 have perished. Fresh air Is 
being forced into the shaft by way al 
the fan, which was not damaged.

)ody, In connection with that ox- 
jlosion, was brought to the Burface 
only last 
Friday, after which the 


state mine inspectors declared that 
the mine was safe again and that 
work could be resumed. The major- 
ity of the miners who were engaged 
to resume work at the mine were 
Americans, with few foreigners, and 
some colored workers as laborers. It 
was stated that the mine was ex- 
amined early to day before the new 
shift went to work and It wasre- 
ported tobe perfectly safe. In spite 
of this, however, soon after work was 
begun the explosion occurred, with a 
death list that will probably far ex- 
ceed that of the December explosion 


The mine Is the' property of the 


Pocahontas . Consolidated . Collieries 
company and Is situated In the Tug 
River district, a territory that unti 
the December explosion had been u'n 
usually free from gas.

FORAKER RENEWS ATTACK. 


Washington, Jan. 1.—A renewal of 


the discussion of the Brownsville af- 
fair in the senate today by Senator 
Foraker called out a large gathering 
that filled the galleries to overflow- 
ing. ' 


The senator received the strictest 


attention of his colleagues on the floor 
and nearly all of. whom were present, 
together with a considerable number 
of members of the house, who occu- 
pied places in the rear of the cham- 
ber. 


Among the visitors la the gallery 


there was a large number of negro 
men and •women, many of whom have 
been present on every occasion when 
Mr. Foraker has defended the negro 
soldiers of the Twenty-Crst regiment 
against the charge of -having "shot 
up" the town o£ Brownsville 
on the 


night of August 13 and 14, 1906. 


Had Prepared His Speech. 


Senator Foraker had prepared his 


speech very carefully, but his reading 


the president has, himself, committed 
the serious offense—condenmned b; 
every court'that administers the com 
mon law, that has ever had occasion 
to speak on the subject—of holding 
out to these men an inducement, or a 
reward, for giving such testimony, in 
the form of re-enlistmeut, with full 
pay,- and reinstatement to all their 
rights as soldiers. 


"It does not lessen the gravity of 


his offense that it appears to be im- 
perceptible to him; or, if not so, that 
he has become utterly oblivious to 
all the restraints of law, decency and 
propriety in his mad pursuit of these 
helpless victims of his ill-considered 
action. Moreover, I shall be able to 
show, I think, that all this has been 
done without authority of law and 
with public money that has been 
filched from the public treasury in 
flat defiance of the constitution and a 
statute in full force and effect. 


No Precedent for It. 


"I do not hestitate to say that, in 


my. opinion, aside from the question 
whether there has been a misappro 
prlation of public funds, no preceden 
for anything so shocking can be 
found in all the history of American 
criminal jurisprudence.

With.five inches of.snow and tem- 


perature1 one degree below zero, two 
season records were established in 
Fort Wayne today. This is the offi- 
cial measurement of the snowfall that 
began' Monday afternoon"' and termi- 
nated at an early hour today. With 
the morning, too, came the low mark 
in temperature for the present season, 
the thermometer standing at'one'de- 
gree below zero at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Both readings were made by 0. 
E. Mohler, official observer in Fort 
Wayne for the Ohio weather bureau. 
" During the .greater part of the'night 
the air was filled with snowftakes, and 
shortly, after midnight the street rail- 
way company found'it necessary to 
bring out the power sweepers in -or- 
der to keep the lines open for traffic 
today. For the first time this winter, 
also, sleighs and bob-sleds are out to- 
day in considerable number. 


Interurban and steani lines found 


traffic1 somewhat impeded by the snow- 
fall, and some of the cars and trains 
were late. 
At Lima, Ohio, a snow 


fall of one foot is reported.
